MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING 
OF THE FACULTY SENATE HELD ON 
MAY 3, 1985, IN LISNER HALL 
Room 603 


1 The first meeting of the new session was called to order by President 

Elliott at 2:15 p.m.

2 The minutes of the regular meeting of April 12, 1985, were approved as 
distributed. 

Professor Griffith then moved to suspend the rules for the purpose of 
taking up Item 6(b) before Item 3. Old Business. No objections were made. 

6 (b) Professor Griffith, on behalf of the Executive Committee, moved 

the nomination for appointment by the President of Roger E. Schechter, Associate 
Professor of Law, as Parliamentarian of the Faculty Senate for the 1985-86 Session. 
The motion was seconded. Associate Professor Schechter was unanimously elected 
and appointed by the President to serve as Parliamentarian of the Faculty 

Senate for the 1985-86 Session. 

3 (a) On behalf of Professor Claeyssens, Co-Chair of the Joint Committee 
of Faculty and Students, Professor Schiff moved to defer consideration of 
Resolution 84/14, "A Resolution to Amend the University Policy on Academic 
Dishonesty," to Spring 1986, and the motion was seconded. The question was 
called, and Resolution 84/14 was deferred to Spring 1986. (Resolution 84/14 
is attached.) 

(b) On behalf of the Physical Facilities Committee, Professor Kenney, 

Chair, introduced a Substitute Resolution for Resolution 84/18, "A Resolution 
to Designate an Historic Presidents' House on Campus," deferred to May 3, 1985. 
Professor Kenney explained that the substitute resolution was changed in two 
minor ways in order to provide some clarification and he read the substitute 
resolution that had been previously distributed to the members. Both the 
original and substitute resolutions he said, embody a "concept" with a 
proposal for the first steps towards its realization. The Chair asked if 
there were any objections to the substitute motion. No objections were made. 
Professor Kenney moved adoption of Substitute Resolution 84/18 and the motion 
was seconded. He then invited Lenore Miller, Director of the Dimock Gallery, 
to describe briefly the important collection that the University already 
possesses in terms of significant furniture and artifacts. Ms. Miller noted 
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3 that GW's permanent collection consists of about 5,000 objects that are 
more or less scattered throughout the University, and she described 
various parts of this collection. She indicated that the Woodhull House 
would be an appropriate place for displaying various objects from this 
collection. The question was called, and Substitute Resolution 84/18 was 
unanimously adopted. (Substitute Resolution 84/18 is attached.) 

4 (a) On behalf of the Committee on Honors and Academic Convocations, 
formerly the Committee on Public Ceremonies, Professor Rashid, Chair, moved 
the adoption of Resolution 85/1, "A Resolution to Rename the Faculty Senate 
Committee on Public Ceremonies," and the motion was seconded. Professor 
Rashid explained that this was a "housekeeping" resolution to amend the Bylaws 
to conform with the resolution previously passed by the Senate which changed 
the name of the Committee on Public Ceremonies to the "Committee on Honors 
and Academic Convocations." The question was called, and Resolution 85/1 

was adopted. (Resolution 85/1 is attached.) 

(b) The Chair recognized Professor Michael M. King, member of the 
Library Committee, who spoke on behalf of Professor Plotz, Chair of the 
Library Committee, who could not be present today. Professor King urged 
the Senate to adopt Resolution 85/2, "A Resolution to Change the Name of 
the Senate Committtee on the Library to the Senate Committee on the Libraries," 
because it reflected both current and past practice for the committee which is 
concerned with all of the University library facilities. Professor Rashid 
then moved the adoption of Resolution 85/2 and the motion was seconded. The 
question was called, and Resolution 85/2 was adopted 0 (Resolution 85/2 is 
attached.) 

5 There were no resolutions introduced under Introduction of Resolutions. 


6 (a) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Griffith asked 

for approval of the dates for the regular meetings of the Faculty Senate 
for the 1985-86 Session. The following dates were approved:

With regard to May Senate meetings, Professor Griffith pointed out that it 

has been the usual practice to hold the May Senate meetings on the first 

Friday before graduation. He said that several people have mentioned to 

him the difficulty of attending the May Senate meetings since they fall during 

the exam periods. Therefore, he asked the members to consider the appropri ateness 

of continuing to schedule May meetings on the first Friday, and that perhaps 

a change might be in order. 

(c) Professor Griffith stated that the old and new Executive Committees 
met and prepared the list of nominations for election of Chairmen and members 
of Senate Standing Committees as distributed. The nominations were moved and 
seconded and approved. He noted that Ira Gubernick, President of GWUSA, 
submitted a list of names of students recommended for election to certain 
Faculty Senate Committees. Because there was not adequate time to clear these 
nominations with the chairmen, the students' names were not added at this 
time, except in the case of the student membership on the Joint Committee 
of Faculty and Students. 
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6 (d) Professor Griffith moved the nomination for appointment by the 

President to the following Administrative Committees: Committee on University 

Bookstore : Diana E. Johnson, Chairperson, Christopher H. Sterling and Mona E. 

Zaghoul ; Committee on University Parking : Nozer D. Singpurwalla; Advisory 

Committee for the Charles E. Smith Center for Physical Education and Athletics : 
William B. Martin; GW Forum : A. E. Claeyssens, Jr., Editor-in-Chief, Ali B. Cambel 

and Alan G. Wade; Committee on Campus Security : Michelle Slagle; Board of 

Trustees of the Consortium of Universities : William B. Griffith; Joint Committee 

of Faculty and Students : Stefan 0. Schiff, Faculty Co-Chair, Maureen Edwards, 

Nathan Garner, Roy Guenther, Robert G. Jones, Marvin Katzman and Dennis L. Simon. 
The nominations were approved. 

(e) Professor Griffith moved the nomination for appointment by the 

Board of Trustees to the following Committees: Trustees' Committee on Academic 

Affai rs : Li lien F. Robinson; Trustees' Committee on Student Affairs : Stefan 0. 

Schi ff ; and Trustees' Committee on University Development : Susan J. Tolchin. 

The nominations were approved. 

(f) Professor Griffith moved the nomination for election by the Faculty 

Senate to the Panel for Student Grievance Review Committees : James Egan, 

Charles A. Garris, Daniel R. Kane, RTchard A. Kenney, Phyllis A. Kind, Carl A. 
Linden, Mhairi MacDonal d-Ginsburg, Paul Peyser, Joan R. Regnell and Jeanne E. 
Snodgrass. The nominations were approved. 

Professor Griffith moved the nomination of Theodore G. Toridis, 
Professor of Engineering and Applied Science, for election to the Grievance 
Committee for a two-year term as a replacement for Professor Hill, who resigned 
upon assuming the Chair of the Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom Committee. 
Professor Toridis was. unanimously elected. 

(g) After welcoming the newly-elected and re-elected Senate members, 
Professor Griffith reported that the Appeals Panel of the Grievance Committee 
forwarded its decision and opinions in the Dr. Bruce E. Committee case to the 
Executive Committee. These documents, together with the Hearing Committee's 
decision and opinions, have been forwarded to the President and the Board 

of Trustees for disposition. On another matter, the Vice President for 
Academic Affairs referred to the Executive Committee a nonconcurrence which 
he sustained. Upon inquiry by the Executive Committee, the dispute was 
resolved by the withdrawal of the recommendation by the faculty unit involved. 
Professor Griffith expressed his thanks to the members of the committee which 
arranged the Faculty Recognition Luncheon, April 22nd, particularly, Professor 
Honey Nashman, who chaired the sub-committee, and Professor Robert Jones for 
his usual expert service. He also thanked Professor Kramer and Professor Fox, 
who were leaving the Executive Committee. He requested that any annual reports 
for the 1984-85 Session not yet turned in be submitted by the chairmen as soon 
as possible, and that outgoing chairmen turn over committee files to the incoming 
chairmen. He noted that the next regular meeting of the Senate will be held 
Friday, September 20th, and if any of the committees have any agenda items for 
that meeting, he asked that they be submitted to the Executive Committee by 
September 6th„ He then wished everyone a pleasant summer. 

(h) The following Annual Reports were received for distribution with 

the minutes: Committee on Administrative Matters as They Affect the Faculty, 

Committee on Appointment, Salary and Promotion Policies, Committee on Athletics, 
Committee on Fiscal Planning and Budgeting, Committee on Physical Facilities, 
Committee on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom, Committee on Student 
Financial Aid, Committee on University and Urban Affairs, and Executive Committee. 
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President Elliott then presented a "Resolution of Appreciation" to 
Professor Norman C. Kramer, who was retiring, for his many years of service 
on the Faculty Senate and its Executive Committee, and for his service to the 
University Medical Center. Professor Kramer received a standing ovation, and 
he thanked the Senate members. (Resolution 85/3 attached.) 

A "Resolution of Appreciation" was also presented by President Elliott 
to Professor Victor H. Cohn for his service on the Grievance Committee since 
its inception in 1977, including the past three years as Chairman. Professor 
Cohn received a standing ovation, and he thanked the Senate members. 

(Resolution 85/4 attached.) 

On behalf of the Committee on the University Bookstore, Professor Schiff 
read a Resolution of Appreciation to Monroe Hurwitz, Manager of the University 
Bookstore, who was retiring after fifteen years of service to the Bookstore 
and faculty and students. Professor Kenney then read a tribute to Frank N. 
Miller, Jr., Professor of Pathology, who was retiring, having been associated 
with the University for forty-seven years and having served on the Senate for 
five years, including two years as a member of the Executive Committee. 
(Resolution of Appreciation and Tribute are attached.) 

7 Under Brief Statements, Dean Birnbaum reported that the Medical Center 

had received no proposals as yet. However, teams from the Hospital Corporation 
of America and National Medical Enterprises have visited and met with GW's 
medical staff. 

Professor Griffith, speaking as a member of the Senate and not as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, said he wished to read the following 
statement: 


In view of the graduation ceremonies taking place Sunday and 
next week, I would like to raise some pointed questions about the 
process by which the University decides who will receive honorary 
degrees at commencements. Perhaps the Committee on Honors and 
Academic Convocations might wish to review our procedures in this 
area. 


As some may guess, these questions are prompted by the 
announcement that the University through its School of Education 
and Human Development intends to confer an honorary degree of 
Doctor of Humanities on Secretary of Education William J. Bennett 
( Hatchet , April 11, 1985). Notice that I am not raising a 
question about how speakers at graduation ceremonies are to be 
selected. There is a long traditiion of inviting individuals to 
campus to express views with which even a majority of the campus 
population may disagree. Such invitations represent a healthy 
open-mindedness on a university campus. But the awarding of 
an honorary degree in a certain sense represents an endorsement 
by the University of the honored individual's activities, which 
is another matter. 

To return to Mr. Bennett's Doctor of Humanities Degree. 

For what exactly are we honoring Mr. Bennett? Is it for his 
scholarship in philosophy or in law, where he has earned 
advanced degrees? To the best of my knowledge, no one inquired 
of the faculty in the humanities whether Mr. Bennett's scholarly 
work merited recognition; and if they had asked, the answer 
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7 would have been indisputably in the negative, in my 

opinion. Is he being honored then for his leadership 
of the National Endowment of the Humanities? Perhaps 
that would have been appropriate had Mr. Bennett been 
perceived as revitalizing a moribund agency and getting 
it on an obviously right track, or as articulating with 
force and clarity a vision for the humanities which 
provided greater clarity about national ideals. But 
in my view, and that of many of niy colleagues in the 
humanities, Mr. Bennett's stewardship of the Humanities 
Endowment was singularly marked by his repeated efforts 
to impress his own ideological views on the agency, and 
through funding on humanists generally, in ways which, 
while perhaps stimulating some useful public debate 
about the relationship of the humanities to public policy 
issues, I do not think the University community as a 
whole wishes to be seen as endorsing or applauding. 

Or at least, if this question were to be raised, it 
seems to me it would have been appropriate to have 
consulted reasonably broadly among faculty especially 
in the humanities before reaching this decision. 

Perhaps the desire is to recognize Secretary Bennett's 
early track record as the head of a formerly great cabinet 
Department? If so, I should like to see what evidence 
might be provided of the promise being displayed by this 
graceless ideologue who appears to have taken former 
cabinet secretaries Earl Butz and James Watt as his 
primary role models, and who appears willing to accept 
rather fully, as his predecessor Terence Bell did not, 
the current administration's view of the desirability 
of shrinking the federal resources available for higher 
education. 


My point, of course, is not merely to dissent from 
what is obviously, in my view, this particularly unfortunate 
decision, but to suggest that we look closely at the 
process of selection of honorary degree candidates to see 
how it may be improved. 

Professor Rashid responded to Professor Griffith's statement by 
explaining that the process of selection for honorary degrees is fairly- 
well established. When recommendations are received, a subcommittee goes 
over those very carefully, and there were two members on the subcommittee 
from the Humanities. The recommendations of the subcommittee are then 
made to the full committee. She said that she thought it would be fair 
to present the action as doing honor to the "position" not necessarily to 
the "individual." Professor Morgan replied that an honorary degree is 
awarded to an "individual" not to the "position." He noted he was a graduate 
of an institution that was so keenly aware of that fact that it refused to 
award an honorary degree to the institution of the Vice Presidency of the 
United States. 


After wishing everyone a pleasant summer, the President adjourned the 
meeting at 2:56 p.m. , upon motion made and seconded.

Annual Report - Administrative Matters as They Affect the Faculty 

The Committee met five times: November 28, 1984; February 5, 8, 26 and 

March 19, 1985. Several issues were discussed in some detail, such as definition 
and profile of full-time faculty members at George Washington University; affirmative 
action implementation on this campus. The main concerns of the Committee, however, 
were: 1) consideration of the role of, part-time faculty at George Washington Uni- 

versity and 2) a policy on smoking for George Washington University. 

I. The role of part-time faculty at George Washington University should be an 
important concern. They make an enormous contribution to the intellectual 
life of the University, and they are here in great numbers. Study of the 
part-time faculty was a major point of Committee discussion. The Committee 
polled other local schools to get some idea of use and compensation for part- 
time faculty, and this data was presented at a meeting in September 1984 
of the chair persons of Columbian College, held by Dean Lovett at Columbia, Mary- 
land. At this meeting Professor Frey presented a profile of the Department 
of Romance Languages and Literatures based on fall registration enrollment 
figures for 1984. This Department was used as a sample department of George 
Washington' University . Student enrollment in grammar courses, and in under- 
graduate and graduate literature courses was measured against full-time faculty , 
graduate teaching assistants and part-time faculty. As charted, this study 
showed the important contribution being made by part-time faculty to the ^ 

instructional program. In early spring, the Committee composed a poll of 
George Washington University part-time faculty, containing the following 
questions: 

1. Describe your working conditions. 

2. Do you feel that you are integrated into the academic life of this 
University? 

3. Have you been assigned office space? 

4. Are secretarial services available to you? 

5. How do you feel about your financial compensation? 

6. Please list your degrees, dates and institutions. 

7. List your recent publications. 

8. Are you also teaching at another institution? 

9. Please give the number and type of courses you are teaching. 

10. Job satisfaction on the scale of 1 to 10. 

11. Most satisfying thing about your work at George Washington University. 

12. Least satisfying thing about your work at George Washington University. 

By most polling standards, the response to this poll seems to be a success. 
Approximately 500 forms were mailed, and to this date we have received 173 
replies, or about 34.6%. The Committee at its last meeting started an informal 
review of the replies. These materials will be analyzed by the Committee, 
and the results should be available before the end of the Fall semester of 1985. 

The Committee, chaired by Associate Provost Marianne R. Phelps, to draft a 
smoking policy for George Washington University invited Professor Frey to ^ 

be a member. Administrative Affairs as They Affect the Faculty had been in 
the past (1969/70) the vehicle for a smoking resolution. It was felt appro- 
priate for such a liaison to exist between the smoking policy committee and

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administrative affairs. Provost Phelps attended the February 26 meeting of 
the Administrative Affairs Committee and a draft proposal for a smoking policy 
was discussed. Although this has not been brought to a conclusion, it is more 
than likely that Administrative Affairs will be the vehicle for bringing a 
new smoking policy to the Senate to seek the sense of the Senate on it.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The committee on Appointment, Salary, Promotion Policies held seven meetings 
during the 1984-1985 terra. The following items came before the committee: 

I. ALTERNATIVES TO TIAA/CREF 

Following a two-year study of alternatives to TIAA/CREF, the [ASP] committee 
requested the appointment of a special committee to consider additional 
retirement options. Such a committee was established by the Executive 
Committee. A University committee chaired by Vice President Diehl undertook 
the task also. The latter produced a report on alternative retirement 
plans. This report was endorsed by the special committee of the Senate and 
the Appointment, Salary, Promotion Policies committee. The latter presented 
a Resolution endorsing the TIAA/CREF Alternative Retirement Options. The 
Resolution was passed by the Senate at its September meeting. 

II. GRADUAL RETIREMENT 

Subsequent to an affirmative vote of the Senate on the Resolution on Gradual 
Retirement (84/3), submitted by the [Appointment, Salary, Promotion] 
committee in the previous term, the committee was charged by the Executive 
Committee to serve as Senate representatives, assisting Provost Johnson in 
developing policy on gradual retirement and drafting appropriate language 
regarding this item for the Faculty Code and the Faculty Handbook . This task 
was successfully completed by a sub-committee (Professors Kirsch, Stallings) 
and Mr. Johnson. As directed by the Executive Committee, the additional 
sections of the Code and Handbook were also submitted to the Professional 
Ethics committee. Accordingly, a Resolution was passed, as amended, at the 
December meeting of the Senate. 

III. CRITERIA AND PROCEDURES FOR APPOINTMENTS 

The [Appointment, Salary, Promotion] committee considered current criteria 
and procedures for Faculty appointments. Subsequent to its study and noting 
that the Faculty Code did not contain a statement on criteria or procedures 
for appointments, the committee presented a Resolution to the Senate 
pertaining to these items. The Resolution was passed at the February 
meeting of the Senate. 

IV. TENURE/NON-TENURE ACCRUING APPOINTMENTS 

The Committee continued its 1983-84 study of the "Reich Committee Report" 
through the establishment of a joint sub-committee of its members and those 
of the Professional Ethics committee (Professors Eftis, Loew, Quitslund, 
Smith). After considerable study, a Resolution on Tenure/Non-Tenure was 
submitted by the two committees. The Resolution was passed as amended at 
the April meeting of the Senate. 

V. 1985-1986 BUDGET 

Acting in an advisory capacity, the committee met with Provost Johnson to 
discuss the proposed approaches to the 1985-1986 Budget. The committee 
offered its responses and suggestions on a number of items. 



VI. OTHER ITEMS CONSIDERED BY THE COMMITTEE 


A. The Committee considered questions directed to it concerning Blue Shield 
coverage as a fringe benefit. That item was submitted via Prof. Kirsch to 
a special University committee on benefits. 

B. The committee received notification from Associate Provost Phelps that the 
ASP sub-committee reviewing female faculty salaries had completed its work 
and adjustments were to be made as appropriate. 

C. At the April Senate meeting, the committee submitted to the Senate data on 
George Washington University faculty salaries for 1984.

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COMMITTEE ON FISCAL PLANNING AND BUDGETING 
Annual Report: 1884-85 


The committee met five times during the year. It considered a number of 
issues which are noted below. In addition, the committee prepared some 
information for distribution to the faculty as part of its annual report. The 
table of sources of non-tuition support for major private universities and 
diagram of endowment revenues and debt retirement were developed to acquaint 
the faculty with the current state of university budgeting and its relationship 
to the situation at other universities. The committee hopes that the faculty 
will give these items careful attention and that the facts presented will 
inform debate on the future of G.W. 

1) Tuition Philosophy This continued work of the previous year in which a 
number of issues were selected for possible examination. The committee did not 
reach any conclusions on this topic which included: tuition differentials for 
graduate students, user fees vs. tuition charges, interaction of tuition and 
financial aid policy, effects of tuition on enrollment, and contingency 
planning for tuition policy in case of general enrollment declines or selective 
declines in certain schools or programs. 

2) Review Of Enrollment Data and Budget Proposals This is an annual task of 
the committee which is conducted with the aid of Provost Johnson and Planning 
and Budgeting Director Shoup. 

3) Sale of the G.W.U. Hospital The committee recommendation that information 
on the sale be distributed to the faculty was implemented. 

4) Pay of Part Time Faculty This issue was brought before the committee 
which decided that it was not the proper committee to examine the problem. 

5) Senate Resolution (84/15) "In Support of the Development of Stronger 
Programs in Women's and Men's Intercollegiate Athletics" The committee 
prepared a fact sheet on expenditure trends which helped to place the 
resolution in prespective. However, the committee voted that it would not take 
a formal position on the relative merit of the resolution because the committee 
did not view setting budget priorities as part of its role. 

6) Implications of Falling Federal Student Aid The committee is following 
events reported in the press but has not assembled the facts on which to base a 
position yet. 

7) Preparation of Fact 5heets for the Faculty The committee felt that there 
was a lack of information available to faculty members on the relationship 
between fiscal trends at G.W. and those at other major private universities. 
Also the committee was concerned that the Year 2000 Report, by ignoring costs 
and revenue sources, might give a misleading impression of the current fiscal 
condition of the university and the availability of internal funds to implement 
recommendations in the near future. The two exhibits, a "Fact Sheet on Trends 
in Voluntary Support" and a "Diagram of Endowment Income and Debt Retirement", 
were the result of this effort to inform the faculty.

There are a number of trends which GWU shares with most other major 
private universities. The growth in educational expenditure, endowment, and 
total support are similar. Note that some of the sudden jump in enodwment at GW 
was generated by the accounting change between 1976 and 1982 which placed real 
property investments in the endowment portfolio. 



The recent listing of value of 206 endowments as of June 30, 1984 in the 
April 17, 1985 CHRONICLE OF HIGHER EDUCATION placed GWU forty first. This 
reflects significant fiscal strength acquired through a combination of 
fortunate investment decisions and reinvestment of income. The level of total 
support reported for GWU appears low. Examination of the components of total 
support shows that alumni giving is perhaps the strongest area and that 
corporate giving and foundation support are the weakest. The committee will 
use these figures as the basis for future study but, taken at face value, they 
suggest that faculty efforts in the area of corporate and foundation support 
could be improved.

Note A: Annual principal retirement on notes used to finance real property is 
approximately $800,000 and will fall to under $500,000 over the next 5 years. 
Note B: Approximately $2,800,000 of the $6,800,000 is for repayment of 
principal in academic year 1986-87 principal retirement rises to $7,500,000 and 
stays near that level for 5 years to retire debt on the Academic Center.

II illustrates the substantial committments to repay debt incured 
in recent years due to expansion of the instructional facilities on campus. 
While comparable data for other universities are not available, it seems 
unlikely that other comparable institutions have expanded their physical 
facilities as rapidly as G.W. during the past decade. Thus the burden of this 
debt service and principal retirement is probably larger at G.W. than at other 
institutions with comparable endowment. Fortunately, increasing endowment 
revenues from sources such as the Henry building, where termination of the 
lease with the National Academy of Sciences and final retirement of the 
mortgage will increase very substantially the flow out of real estate 
endowment. It should be kept in mind that much of this increased flow out of 
endowment will be needed to service and retire the debt in the box labeled 
"Plant Funds Borrowed".

2000 Pennsylvania Avenue. 


6. The study of issues of pedestrian safety within the campus area.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1984-85 Session 


The Committee on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom met ten times during 
the 1984-85 Senate term. At the first Senate meeting of the term s May 4, 1 984 s the 
committee had presented three resolutions: 84/4 » "A Resolution to Amend Article X 

of the Faculty Code "; 84/5, "A Resolution to Amend the Procedures for Implementation 
of Article X of 'the Faculty Code , Paragraph E"; and 84/6, "A Resolution to Amend the 
Procedures for Implementation of the Faculty Code , Paragraph F, Dismissal of a Faculty 
Member." Resolution 84/4 was adopted by the Senate at the May meeting, but consideration 
of 84/5 and 84/6 was postponed to the September meeting, subsequently to the November 
meeting, and then to the December meeting. Three regular and three special meetings 
of the committee were devoted almost entirely to the consideration of suggestions, 
criticisms, etc., from Senate members with regard to Resolution 84/5. The result was 
a long series of amendments, some clarifying, some technical, and some substantive, 
brought to the Senate by the committee in December. Resolution 84/5, as amended, and 
Resolution 84/6 were then adopted by the Senate. 

Two meetings during the spring addressed the problem of non- tenure-accruing 
appointments. A joint sub-committee of the Committee on Professional Ethics and 
Academic Freedom and the Committee on Appointment, Salary, and Promotion Policies 
had been appointed early in the fall. After considering and modifying a draft resolution 
developed by the sub-commi ttee, the two parent committees jointly introduced Resolution 
84/17, "A Resolution Pertaining to Tenure-Accruing and Non-Tenure-Accruing Appointments," 
at the April meeting of the Senate. After major revision by the Senate, Resolution 
84/17 was adopted as amended. 

The remaining two meetings of the committee were spent listening to comments frorr^ 
invited guests and beginning consideration of a draft "University Statement on Faculty 
Conflict of Interest." This matter and further consideration of Paragraph 5 of the 
Procedures for Implementation of Article X of the Faculty Code are the major items of 
unfinished business on the committee's agenda.

Student Financial Aid 


In keeping with its mandate of evaluating the distribution of 
University-administered financial aid funds, the Faculty Senate Committee 
on Student Financial Aid met during the year to examine and comment on 
the March 21, 1984 report of the Ad Hoc Committee on Financial Aid. Of 
particular interest to the Faculty Senate Committee was the Ad Hoc Committee's 
recommendation that a G.W.U. Grant program, directed at attracting competitive, 
but non-scholarship eligible, students, be established on a trial basis. The 
Committee concurred with the key recommendations contained in the report, 
including the retention of the University's existing standards for the 
awarding of the Trustee Scholarships. 

The Committee was also asked to comment on the possible effects of 
the Administration's FY 86 budget proposals on the University's financial 
aid population. This request was received too late for the Committee to 
act on during this semester. Recognizing that the majority of the proposals 
would undergo substantial revision and would not be implemented before the 
1986-87 academic year, the Committee recommended that the Faculty Senate 
Committee of the 1985-86 session undertake an assessment of the budget 
proposals . 

As always, the Committee was available to provide assistance to the 
Office of Student Financial Aid in its administration of the University's 
financial aid programs. The Commitee's advice, particularly with regard to 
refining the academic standards of the newly established grant program, was, 
we believe, helpful in developing a type of aid that will be of benefit to 
the University's students.

Committee on University and Urban Affairs 
1984-1985 Session 


1. During the 1984-85 session no specific matters were referred to the 
committee and no regulations passed.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE FACULTY SENATE 

1984-85 Session 


The Executive Cor.uiii ttee arranged the agenda for nine regular meetings 
of the Faculty Senate held during the 1984-85 session. A tabulation of 
resolutions enacted by the Senate and showing the administration's response 
to these recommendations will be attached to this Report as soon as available 
and will be distributed with the minutes. 

No new grievances were filed during this session; although two members of 
the faculty indicated they were seriously considering grieving, after consultation 
with and informal mediation by the Chairman of the Executive Committee, neither 
pursued a formal grievance. Two grievances from the previous year, however, 
carried over into this session. 

The grievance of Associate Professor Kyriakopoulos v. the Department of 
Electrical Engineering, which had been forwarded to the President and Board of 
Trustees for final disposition, was remanded by the Board for further hearings 
under corrected procedures. The Executive Committee discussed extensively with 
the President interpretation of the Board's remand order, and placed on record 
in the Senate its conclusions as to the implications of this decision. The 
Executive Committee has so far received no report on the outcome of this rehearing. 

In a second grievance which carried over, a decision and two opinions of a 
Hearing Committee were filed on December 20, 1984, in the grievance of Dr. Bruce E. 
Committe v. Professor Anthony Mastro, et aU Grievant appealed the adverse 
decision and the Appeals Panel of the Grievance Committee filed its decision and 
two opinions on April 18, 1985. These decisions and opinions have been forwarded 
by the Executive Committee to the President and Board of Trustees for final 
disposi tion. 

Two non-concurrences of administrative officers with faculty personnel 
recommendations were forwarded to the Executive Committee. Both were resolved 
when the faculty units involved withdrew their recommendations. 

In other business, the Executive Committee proposed and the Senate approved 
establishment of a Self-Study Committee to review the structure and functioning 
of the Faculty Senate as an organ of faculty governance. The Executive Committee 
also proposed and jointly with the Academic Vice President's Office arranged a 
breakfast orientation for new faculty members in January. 

The Executive Committee also served as the Senate's committee on committees, 
nominating members and chairmen of the Senate standing committees, and to 
administrative committees as requested by the President. The Committee also 
participated in planning the Fall Convocation and the Annual Faculty Recognition 
Luncheon in April; we thank the University Marshal and members of the Committee on 
Public Ceremonies who contributed so valuably to the organization of those 
ceremonial functions. 

The Executive Committee expresses its thanks to members of the many 
standing and special committees for their contribution to the work of the 
Senate. We especially thank those members of the faculty who contributed 
an extra measure of time and effort as members of the Grievance Committee, or 
as members of the Senate Self-Study Committee. 



The Executive Committee also supervised the publication by the Senate 
Office of a revised Faculty Organization Plan and an updated insert to the 
Faculty Code . With the cooperation of the Budget Office, the Executive Committee 
also arranged for the provision of additional staff support to the Senate's 
Self-Study Committee. 


Special thanks are also due to Ms. Doris Trone and Ms. Ramona Edwards for 
their faithful and expert service to the Senate through the Senate Office, and 
to the University Budget Committee for supplying additional funds to upgrade 
equipment for the Senate Office.

Annual Report: Faculty Senate Committee on Educational and Admissions Policy 

The Committee convened on six occasions during the 1984-85 academic year. 

The fall semester was devoted almost entirely to changes proposed in the 
Academic Calendar. The recommendations of a subcommittee chaired by Professor 
Phil Robbins were endorsed by the full committee and submitted by the Faculty 
Senate in the form of a resolution (84/13) . This resolution, unanimously 
approved by the Senate on Jem. 18, 1985, provides for increasing the number 
of class meetings by two per semester, beginning in fall, 1986, and making 
minor adjustments in the schedule of holidays and reading periods. A new, 
flexible schedule for summer sessions was also instituted as a consequence 
of this action. 

In addition, the Committee 

1) reviewed the request of the School of Government and Business 
Administration to offer the PhD degree, but decided for various 
reasons not to make any recommendations; 

2) clarified the functions of the "Z" grade in response to inquiries 
from the School of Government and Business Administration; 

3) began discussion and gathering data on the merits of adding 
"plus" and "minus" notations to the grading system; and 

4) discussed the desirability of enabling students to obtain a 
major or minor from more them one school or college, and endorsed 
the efforts of the Deans to explore these possibilities.

Annual Report of the Senate Library Committee 
198U-85 Term 


The committee met three times during the academic year 198U-85# Each meeting 
was primarily devoted to information-gathering. At the first meeting, University 
Librarian Sharon Rogers reported on plans for the Gelman Library and on plans 
for a projected Consortium Cooperative Library Center. At the second meeting. 

Law Librarian Anita Head briefed the committee on the physical facilities and 
research services of the Jacob Burns Law Library. Dr. Head emphasized the availa- 
bility of Law Library services to all members of the university community 
engaged in research touching any aspect of the law. At the same meeting, in 
response to faculty inquiries forwarded to the committee, Ms. Patricia Kelley 
of the Gelman Library explained a newly available method for faculty members 
to renew their Gelman Library books without having to carry them in to the 
circulation desk. This system, which has been available since the beginning 
of the Spring 1985 semester, was developed after a successful trial involving 
one department only. The system is dependent on the active involvement of a 
departmental library representative who must serve as liaison between the depart- 
ment and Gelman. At the third meeting, University Librarian Sharon Rogers 
briefed the committee on some possible roles for special subject librarians 
within academic programs. 

The committee has forwarded to the Executive Committee of the Senate a 
Resolution to Change the Name of the Senate Library Committee to the Senate 
Committee on the Libraries. The purpose of this resolution is to indicate 
the commitment of the committee to all three libraries which serve George 
Washington University.
